Influence Of Schools 


In Crime Prevention 


“The Andover League of Women 
Voters feels that the choice of 
the new superintendent of schools 
will greatly affect the character 
and welfare of Andover school 
children,” stated Mrs. Stafford 
Lindsay, Chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Child Welfare for the An- 
dover League of Women Voters, 
recently. 

“A recent survey of Juvenile De- 
linquency in Massachusetts, made 
by the Massachusetts Child Coun- 
cil, lays particular emphasis on 
the influence of the schools in 
helping children to correct faults 
and petty crimes which might later 
make them most undesirable mem- 
bers of society, The school super- 
intendent, with other 


cers, is responsible for disciplin- 


ary action in cases of petty crime | 


among children in the schools. It 
is essential that he be equipped 
to deal with such cases in an un- 
derstanding and constructive way.
